There is »c basis in tact that Cabans were imprisoned because 
the Cubans did not like the way CIA wae running the show. 

The records show that the only persons detained ware those 
who were detained by their own Cuban leaders, as persons 
who were malcomema, AWOJUS* agitators and deserters, and 
Ikn* threatened the security and impaired the efficiency of the 
strike force.

My observations last iew days have mcrtated my co»Oiiac<t in ability 
this force to accomplish «%ot oaly tana*. combat missions. to a.ac ultimate 
objective fig Castro overthrow. 


Brigade sad battalion cwmtaderi now knnw a-i detail# o£ oiaa and arc 
eathi&a iasiie, Ihese officers are young. vigorous, iateitigsm. and motivated 
with, a faaati eat urge to feegis battle for which moat i i them have been 
preparing in the ragged condition# of framing camp# tor almost a year. 

I have talked to many of then 1 in their language. Without- exception they 
have utmost confidence ia their ability to win. They #ay they know their 
own people and believe alter they have inflicted oaa serious defeat upon 
■apposing forces, the tatter will melt away frorr Castro, whom they have as 
wish to support. They #ay it is Cuban tradition to join a winner and they 
have supreme confidence they w il win any and ail engagement* against the 
best Castro ha a to offer. 1 share their confidence. 

The brigade is w*U organised and is more beavr y armed and better 
equipped im. some rasps eta than U. b. fntasiry units, ’l fee men have received 
intensive training in the use of their weapons including more Bring experience 
than U. S. troops wouid normally receive. I was in tressed with the serious 
attitude of the men as they arrived here mad moved to their ships. Movements 
were quiet, disciplined, and efficient and the embarkation was accomplished 
with remarkable smoothness.
